Jewish Education “Inferior” \\\ | Entrance Examination,

Noah was in his ecenerations a 
man righteous and whole-hearted. 


WO notable third-century 
rabbis differed in their expla- 
nation of this verse from the 
Reading of Law for this Sabbath. 
According to R.. Jochanan, Noah 
was a moral mediocrity, distin- 
guished only by the: fact that ail 
the rest of humanity in his age 
were utterly depraved. R. Simeon, 


however, interpreted the verse in 


Noah's favour. If he stood out 
against the background of the 
generation of the Flood, how much 
the more so would he have stood 
out against the background of a 
morally refined generation! 

- At a first glance R. Jochanan’s 
vieW appears more convincing. We

INDEPENDENCE 

With a flambovancy of language 
which. clouded its positive implica- 
tions, Rabbi Stuart Rosenberg used 
the convention of the Canadian 
Jewish Congress to promulgate a 
declaration of independence. First, 
he warned Canadian Jewry against 
becoming “a cultural outpost and 
colony of Israel.” The language 
rings strangely, since the influence 
which Israel bears on the Jewish 
world is one that is universal to 
Jewry and does not belong to any 
single part of the world. Secondly, 


he asked for an alert. against the 


encroachment of what he calls 
“American Jewish imperialism.” 


It js true, of course, that the 250,000 


Canadian Jews inevitably tend to 
be overshadowed by the community 


_ twenty times Jarger in the United 


States. Canada herself has emerged 
as an. independent Power, respected 
among the nations of the: world. 
Her links. with the: United States 
are Strong, but she has. her own 
political standards and a distinctive 
educational system, and she is con- 
cerned to develop a characteristic 
cultural pattern: That surely is the 
basis on: which her Jewish .com- 
munity should plan its future, and 
to that extent the Rabbi's warning 
is timely. Through the ‘work. of 


the Canadian Jewish Congress it. 


has already, . in certain fields, 
developed a capacity for united 
action: lacking in the United States. 
The community still needs its own 
institutions of higher Jewish learn- 
ing so that it-can train rabbis and 
contribute to Jewish’ scholarship.

OBITUARY 
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MR. GERSHON AGRON 


Mr..Gershon Agron, the Mayor of 
Jerusalem for the past four years, 
died in the Hadassah Hospital 
Sunday in his 66th year, our Jeru- 


“salem correspondent writes. 


Gersnon. Agron was: born in the 
Ukraine, Russia, in. 1893 and was 
educated af a religious school and a 
veshiva. At the age of twelve he 
emigrated with his parents to America 
and ater attended the University of 
Philadelphia: From an early age he 
was an ardent Zionist and was many 
times a delegate to Zionist confer- 
ences, beginning with the one in 
Boston in 1915. By profession he was 
a journalist and was on the editorial 
staff of the “Jewish World.” In 1917 
he became editor of “Das Yiddishe 
Volk,” the organ of the 
Organisation in New. York. 

In 1918 Agron joined as a volun- 
teer in the Jewish battalion. 
demobilisation. he. settled in Palestine 
and immediately re-embarked on his 
journalistic: career, first as head of 
the Press Bureau of the .Zionist 


Organisation and then as editor of the: 
-Jewish Telegraphic Agency in New 


York. In the years between 1924 and 
1929 he was correspondent in. Pales- 


tine for “ The Times,” “Manchester 
Guardian,” and “ Daily Express.” 


During this period his Zionist 
activities never. flagged and he took 
a considerable share in all the uphill 
work of that time. But it is probably 
as founder and editor from = 1932 to 


1955 of the. only English-language 


paper in Israel, the “* Jerusalem Post,” 
that Agron will be best remembered. 
He took over the “Palestine Bulletin ” 
in 1930 and later changed it to the

‘THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING 
UNREASONABLE 


By SIMON YUDKIN. 


I was glad to be asked to write 
this series of articles. There are 
some questions about children that 


recur again and again, and I shalt 


now have an. opportunity to give 
my views on some. of them. 


Each article is to be. very short 
short sometimes for real 
explanations—so. that if 1 seem. to 
be dogmatic please forgive me: 
there is very little dogma about 
Some: prab- 
lems: affect Jewish families more 
than others, and, of course, I shall 
deal with these whenever I can. 1 


shall not avoid controversial issues. 
—I could nat, even if I.wished—but 


Il hope: that my views will not 
offend. L also hope, of course, that 


my readers will find the. articles 


helpful, but I shall be disappointed 
if they do not stimulate some_ of 


you to write and: give your. own 


point of view... They may well be 
correct ones. | 

Y daughter's voice came 

up the stairs sharp and 

clear. “It’s no use ask- 
rotten 
mood; he's sure to say no.” Me! 
The, .most -reasonable of. men, 
especially. where his children are 
concerned... . Or am 1? No, of 
course I'm not always reasonable 
and not always consistent. Nor is 
anybody else, nobody human, that 
is.. Sometimes we're tired; or are 
or have a toothache ; some- 
times we feel pleased with ourselves. 


Only inanimate ‘objects are 
always the same, always consistent. 
Furniture, floors. fireplaces, 
and. dolls, these all behave -most 
consistently. But. not.. humans. 
Humans. have feelings. They. love, 
are miserable, have moods. This is 
partly what makes them human. 
It also makes them.inconsistent. | 
know. how -frequently. parents are 
told how important it is to be abso- 
lutely consistent. with. children. 
“ Never say one thing one day and 
another the next.” “If you make 
stick to it.”.. But think how 
a young child learns 


pushes, grabs, climbs, and plays. 
He smiles and talks and chatters. 


they 


toys. 


about the 
things and people around him: He 


The physical things round: him 
always react. in the same way. 


That’s how he learns about them, 
how not to fall and hurt himself, 
how to climb, how to open a door, 
how to push a bike. But the people 
round him don’t react; they 
respond. They smile or talk. or 
frown; their voices are different: 
are pleased or angry; they 
make rules, but the rules are some- 


times bent a little, or even ignored 


if-it’s a special treat, or they turn 
away and don’t notice. So a child 


learns to. respond to people differ- 


ently from. things, and in respond- 

ing develops. a “personality of his 
own. 

| Rave seen a few families where 
father and mother have both been: 
nearly as consistent.as the wall. 
Rules: are never broken, ‘reactions 
are almost automatic. What cold 
families they are : the children in 
these families often become quite 


seriously disturbed and they some- 


times. even need. psychiatric help, 


so as to learn gradually about 
“ordinary. human moods, human 
warmth, friendliness. More 


often I have seen: families’ where 
parents have tried hard to be con- 
sistent and, because they 
failed, feel guilty and miserable. 
am. not suggesting we should all 
make qa virtue of our moods or go 
out of our way to let the children 
and anyone else suffer when. we are 
bad-tempered.. It 1s possible to be 
reasonable about our unreasonable- 
ness... 

Why not say: “Ive really had 
a tiring day, so please don’t ask 
me to play with. you tonight,” or 
even 


We might even say sometimes :. "I 
feel good today. What about us 
all going. out?” Our children 
won't mind us being different from 
day to day: they expect it.
